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I claim: 

1. A method of treating localized prostate cancer in a mammal comprising 
intraprostatic administration of a composition comprising a therapeutically 
effective concentration of collagenase, hyaluronidase, CaCl^. sub.2, a nonionic 
surfactant, an antibiotic, and a pharmaceutically acceptable aqueous carrier 
having a physiologic pH. 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein the composition comprises collagenase at a 
concentration of about 250 to 250,000 U/ml and hyaluronidase at a concentration 
of about 160 to 160,000 U/ml . 

3. The method of claim 2, wherein the composition comprises hyaluronidase at a 
concentration of about 1,600 to 16,000 U/ml . 

4. The method of claim 1, wherein the nonionic surfactant comprises an ethylene 
oxide ester of a C. sub. 10 -C. sub. 20 fatty acid, an ethylene oxide ester of a 
C.sub.8 -C. sub. 22 alkyl alcohol, or a combination thereof. 

5. The method of claim 1, wherein the nonionic surfactant comprises 
alkylenylpolyoxexezlene . 

6. The method of claim 1, wherein the antibiotic comprises gentamicin. 

7. The method of claim 1, wherein the intraprostatic administration comprises 
intralesional in j ection . 

8. The method of claim 1, wherein the intraprostatic administration comprises 
transurethral inj ection . 

9. The method of claim 1, wherein the intraprostatic administration comprises 
transurethral injection, transrectal injection, or transperineal injection. 

10. The method of claim 1, comprising administering a single injection of about 
1 to 50 ml. 



11. The method of claim 1, comprising administering a single injection of about 
1 to 5 ml. 
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12. The method of claim 1, comprising administering a depot formulation. 

13. The method of claim 1, comprising administering a slow release implant, a 
microencapsulated composition, or a conjugate with a biodegradable polymer, or 
conjugate with a prostate-specific immunoglobulin.
